Papa was umpire: The Bennett family baseball team

Circa 1950 


In the early 1900s in East Jordan, 
“baseball” and “the Bennett Team” 
were synonymous terms. 

William J. Bennett, an avid base- 
ball fan, who owned 615 mostly 
wooded acres south of town, kept a 
crew of 35 or 40 men (including his 
nine sons) cutting timber. 

It was always easy for a good 
ballplayer to secure work with Mr. 
Bennett and many stayed with him for 
several years. 

East Jordan men also formed the 
habit of loading into a dray Saturday 
afternoons, driving out to the Bennett 
farm, and playing ball all afternoon. 
They usually stayed for a big supper, 
topped off with four or five gallons 
of homemade ice cream. 

The Bennett’s first bat and ball 
were brought home from town by the 
oldest son, Bert, in the summer of 
1900. That. evening, Duncan 
McMillan, a neighbor who was work- 
ing with the Bennetts, went out to play 


with the boys. 

Unfortunately, the game ended in 
disaster when Duncan threw the ball 
to Short. who caught it on the point 
of the bat, driving it up under catcher 
Bert's nose and breaking it. Mother 
Gertrude lost interest in the game as 
Bert came into the house with blood 
streaming down over his clothing. 

Their first catcher’s glove was 
made by Mr. Bennett from a sheep- 
skin. Later, two Grand Rapids play- 
ers, catcher Jim Best and shortstop 
Johnny Plast, came to East Jordan, 
went broke and sold their chest pro- 
tector, mask and glove to Mr. Bennett. 

This-equipment demanded real 
suits, so he bought a quantity of heavy 
black cloth from which Mrs. Bennett 
made uniforms for the team. Nothing 
but the best would do for his team, 
although Mr. Bennett had no idea 
what kind of material should be used. 
So the boys sweltered for years in the 
thick sitits, lettered across with the 
name “Echo” in green felt, after the

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| Charlevoix opts out of work 
place smoking regulations 


A workplace smoking regulation failed in Charlevoix 
County recently by a tie vote.-In a separate vote, five of 
the six members of the Charlevoix County Board of Com- 
missioners did approve the Public Health Clean Indoor 
Air Regulation of 2005 for Antrim, Emmet, and Otsego 
Counties, which is required in a multi-county health dis- 
trict. Of the of 27 county commissioners in Antrim, 
Emmet, and Otsego Counties, 26 voted to approve the 
regulation, which wil! go into effect in 60 days. 

“Of course we are disappointed that Charlevoix County 
did not pass the regulation,” said Teresa Sington, who 
coordinates the Tobacco Reduction Coalition for the 
Northwest Michigan Community Health Agency, the 
health department that serves Antrim, Charlevoix, Emmet, 
and Otsego Counties. 

i According to Sington, several Charlevoix County busi- 
nesses have already taken the steps necessary to imple- 
ment smoke free worksite policies and they want to pro- 
vide clean indoor air for their employees whether or not 
there is a regulation in effect. 

’ The regulation will ban smoking in most public and 
private businesses in Antrim, Emmet, and Otsego Coun- 
| ties. It does permit smoking in certain situations, such as 
businesses that employ one employee and in vehicles used 
by one employee at a time.

tion Army. Its own resources for heating fuel were lim- 
ited, and the money came directly from fundraisers that 
were specifically éarmarked for Antrim County, When cli- 
ents began being tumed away from those agencies, because 


. their funds were exhausted, Good Sam was meeting the 


heating needs of Charlevoix County families out of its own 
general fund - when those funds were available. It was still 


" the “resource of last resort” for both Antrim and Charlevoix 


counties, Peterson said. 

With rising fuel costs this year, and an increase in unem- 
ployment, the board and director of Good Sam realized that 
it could not wait until cold set in to find ways to secure fund- 
ing to help people specifically with fuel costs. In addition to 
unemployment figures of six-and-a-half percent in Char- 
levoix County, agencies such as the FIA reported no increase 
in fuel costs funding from last year - and last year these agen- 
cies had not been able to meet the growing demand. 

Good Samaritan Family Services has had a Thanksgiv- . 
ing appeal to Antrim County churches and residents for 
years, but this year they will be making that Thanksgiving 
appeal to Charlevoix County for the first time. The funds 
raised in a county remain in that county. But with more 
than a third of its clients coming from Charlevoix County, 
Good Sam determined that it was time to broaden its base. 

It was with fuel costs alone in mind that the board wrote 
a grant request to CCCF, appealing for a single sum that 
would help accommodate local families when the weather 
turns deadly cold. 

“We want to keep families together in their warm homes,” 
the grant request read. “Families, when desperate, try alter- 
nate means to heat their homes - space heaters, leaving their 
oven on, and wood stoves that might not be safe. Mostly, the 
family is broken apart to stay with extended family or friends, 
and sometimes in shelters. Please help us help them.” 

Their goal was simple: to establish and administer an 
emergency heating fuel fund for needy Charlevoix families 
for the winter of 2005-2006, in order to keep as many needy 
families warm and together in their own homes as possible. 

Peterson said that the Good Sam project and the grant that 
was just approved is not intended to replace local food pantries. 

“There is a demonstrated need in East Jordan, so it makes 
a Jot of sense to begin fundraising,” Peterson said. “It is 
100 percent for heating fuel. We need to raise the focus on 
this area’s heating problem to the highest possible level. 
Many area agencies are out of funds for fuel at this time. 

“Currently we are the agency of last resort. We could 
become the agency of first resort,” she added. 

The Good Samaritan enjoys strong community support 
from all of the churches in Ellsworth, Eastport, Bellaire, 
Central Lake and East Jordan, as well as from most of the 
civic and service organizations in those areas, and many of 
the businesses. 

But with a stagnated northern Michigan economy, Good 
Sam, too, may have been in for a rough winter. But this 
year, there will be houses that are warmed by the generos- 
ity of the Charlevoix County Community Foundation and 
the helping hands at Good Sam.

Taylor can sing, he can dance, and he can act. In short, 
Taylor is a talented all-round performer. 

“T always felt comfortable on stage. I love being there, 
performing for people. My favorite sound is the sound 
of roaring applause. ] break into tears when I hear that,” 


he said. And he has heard it. A favorite of regulars at 


the BCHS Performing Arts productions, Taylor has had 
his share of roaring applause and standing ovations. 
“The moment came in second grade,” he said, of a 
transforming elementary school holiday program. “I 
realized without realizing that the stage was where I 


_ could do anything. I knew deep down that the stage 


was my home,” 

Lots of elementary students realize that the NBA is 
their natural home, or a space ship, or a number of other 
unlikely venues. But few second graders get their real 
calling. The fact that Taylor found his place did not 
mean he found his niche. 

“I was a different kid. Throughout elementary, middle 
and high school everybody has a group. I wasn’t in a 
group. I was an individual playing around on my own. 
I was alone a lot,” he said matter-of-factly. “I never got 
into a group of friends until high school.” 

Taylor’s freshman year, the Performing Arts did 
“Stomp.” 

“Middle school was a really difficult time for him,” 
Tammy said. “His freshman year it was like someone 
putin a 100-watt bulb. Once he got on stage, it was like 
- this is the kid we see all the time!

“He was really recognized by Bob and Jackie 
Wollenberg,” she added. “They said, ‘This is good. This 
is where this kid belongs.’” 

“That was the greatest experience - so far! - I have 
had on this stage. I loved pulling off the routines with a 
group of people,” he said, And it introduced him to some 
like-minded individuals. “We loved the same thing, 
loved pulling it together.” 

Taylor said he did not completely have the experi- 
ence again until he spent a day with the Young Ameri- 
cans. 

“There were so many people there. We were like a 
family. We all loved singing and dancing and acting. 
We had fun in everything we did - we had so much fun 
together,” he said. “It was so fantastic to be on stage 
together with professionals and people learning along 
with me.” 

The Young Americans let Taylor do a solo on the 
quad toms that he plays. marching band. One of them 
asked him to “play me something in an 8-beat mea- 
sure,” Carlston said. He did, and they put it in the show. 

“That was a great experience. I want to be part of the 
college and meet new people. I love meeting people -

“It is very much something to put on a profile or re- 
sume, And there’s a year of training before you go on 
tour. I will go through the year of training, and if I’m 
picked for touring, I wil] do that for a year,” he said, 
and added, after that, he may go to school to study film- 
making. Like his second-grade epiphany, Taylor is 
ahead of his game on some things. 

“I started writing when I was young. | have lots of 
movie and script ideas - some ideas I’ve been thinking 
about for over two years,” he said. “But I’m mainly an 
actor.”
